Fire g utted the home of Mr and 
Mrs. Frank Schmucker, 1010 Third 
street, Sunday afternoon, causing a 
loss estimated at about $2,000.

A very p eculiar accident hap p ened 
at the north end of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral bridg e across Rock river last 
nig ht at 6 :40 o'clock, which nearly 
cost the lives of two railroad em ­ 
p loy es, and did cost 
the lives of 
about 
six teen head of cattle 
and 
hog s. The stock was owned by Bob 
Teachout, who had loaded two cars 
with the animals for ship m ent to 
Chicag o at the North Dix on dep ot, 
where the cars w ere left standing on 
a side track.

mer was not h urt and the latter was 
only slig htly bruised and scratched. 
Bra kes Slipped. 
The starting of the coal cars which 
caused the accident, is u m atter of 
conjecture, but it is the g eneral be­ 
lief, th a t the brakes were not set 
tig ht enoug h and they 
started on 
their way slowly , aud g radually a t­ 
tained a hig her sp eed. 
It m ig ht be 
p ossible that the brakes were not 
set at all. 
Wm. 
Gilbert arrived up on 
the 
scene early this 
morning and a r­ 
ra nged to take charg e of the dead 
animals as soon as the usual form al­ 
ities in such cases are carried out. 
One live p orker was seen in the vi­ 
cinity of the colleg e this m orning but 
whether it was a survivor of the ac­ 
cident or not, it did not say .

Hard lines this! 
Because in 
reality this blue water bogy is a hum­ 
ble and useful public serv ant, who per­ 
forms uncomplainingly the duties con­ 
nected with the sanitation of the seas. , 
The shark is the common scav enger < 
and general undertaker of the ocean. 
He is not and, for reasons connected 
with hie v ery moderate speed limit, 
nev er can be primarily a fish of prey. 
Open any captured shark and you will 
find clear proof that this is so. A few 
tangled bits of rope yarn, a battered 
corned beef tin, a corked bottle con­ 
taining an insulting message to the 
finder 
(thrown ov erboard 
by some 
nautical wagi or a sailor’s cap which 
has been lost in a gale, all tend to show 
that the shark is a fish of businesslike 
habits, with a keen eye to any chance 
windfalls which may come in his way. 
But the more digestible contents of bis 
stomach, consisting mainly of carrion 
of ev ery kind, all giv e the clearest ol­ 
factory ev idence that the original own­ 
ers of them were not aliv e—in fact, 
were v ery much dead—when this ma­

refuse biu.

Beacon lights to guide the wave 
tossed mariner to a safe harbor mirst 
have been almost coeval with tbe earli­ 
est com mere« *. There is positive record 
that lighthouses were built In ancient 
tiroes, though few evidences now re- 
main to us from old writers or in cnnro 
bled ruins. This is not strange, for light 
towers, never the most stable architec­ 
tural form, were exposiMi to the storms 
o f sea and war. 
The Greeks attributed the first light­ 
houses to Hercules, and be was «‘onsld- 
ered the protector of voyagers. It is 
claimed by some that Homer refers to 
lighthouses in the nineteenth book of 
the “Iliad.” 
Virgil mentions a light on a temple 
to Apollo which, visible far out a t sea, 
warned and guided mariners. The Co­ 
lossus at Rhodes, erected about 300 
B. O., is said to have showu a signal 
light from Its uplifted hand. 
Tbe oldest towors known were built 
by the Libyans in lower Egypt. They 
were tem ples also, and the Ughtkeeper 
priests taught pilotage, hydrography 
and navigation. The famous tower on 
the Isle of Pharos at Alexandria, built 
about 235 B. 
is the first lighthouse 
o f undoubted record. This tower, con- j 
■tructed by Kostratus, tbe architect, 
was square in plan, of great height and 
built in offsets. An open brazier at tbe 
top of the tower contained the fuel for 
tb**' light. At Dover and Boulogne, on 
etther side of the English channel, were 
ancient lighthouses built by the Ro­ 
mans. But the lfgbthonse at Coruna. 
Spain, built in the reign of Trajan and 
reconstructed in 1634. is believed to be 
tbe oldest existing lighthouse.

Pittsburg, Feb. 12.—J. J. Brooks, gen­ 
eral counsel for tlie Pennsy lvania lines, 
say s that the comp any bus no intention 
of contesting the2-eent rate law p assed 
by the Ohio legislature.

valid,” he said, “and the only tiling 
we can do is to op erate under it the 
test we can.

Out of whatev er part of the earth it 
may originally hav e been dug. the gold 
from which thimbles are made in Phil­ 
adelphia was bought at the United 
State# anbtreasury in tbe city in the 
form of snug little ingots, brick shaped 
and about two and a half inches long, 
an Inch and a quarter wide and about 
an inch thick. 
Thes© little ingots would be of a con­ 
v enient size for 
paperweights. 
But 
they would be rather heav y for such 
use and probably too expensiv e for 
most people, for each one contains, of 
pure gold. 24 carats fine, metal of the 
v alue of about $600. 
Gold of this fineness would be much 
too soft for thimbles, and it Is alloyed 
down to 14 carats, in which condi­ 
tion it is rolled into sheets of suitable 
thickness. In the first process of man­ 
ufacture a sheet of this gold is run 
into a machine which cuts out of it a 
disk In size sufficient to form a thim­ 
ble, the same machine stamping this 
disk also into the form of a straight 
sided capsule with irregular edges. 
Then the thimble blank 
goes Into an­ 
other machine, in which a die stamps it 
into its conical shape. Out of this ma­ 
chine it goes into an annealing fur­ 
nace for tempering and from that into 
an acid bath for cleaning and the re­ 
mov al of the fire coating. 
Then the thimble is put Into a lathe 
to be turned down to its final shape 
and dimensions. 
It is dull colored 
when it goes into the lathe, but at the 
first touch of the keen edged cutting 
tool it shows a glistening narrow band 
of bright gold surface, which is widen­ 
ed in a moment to cov er the whole 
length of the thimble as the skillful 
worker shifts the tool along. 
WIG) repeated application of tho tool 
the operator brings the crown of the 
thimble into Its perfect form and cuts 
down along the thimble’s sides to bring 
the walls of the tblmbie to the requl 
site thickness, and he defines and fin­ 
ishes the smooth band that runs around 
the lower part of the thimble and 
brings into relief the rounded rim that 
encircles the thimble at its opening at 
once to giv e it a finishing ornamental 
grace there and to stiffen it. The glis­ 
tening little gold shav ings that he cuts 
off in these v arious operations all fall 
Into a canv as trough suspended be 
tween him and the bench upon which 
stands the lathe. 
With that last touch to Its rim In this 
sta ge of making the form er has grown 
marv elously more thimbie-like in ap­ 
pearance, but somehow It still lacks the 
breath, so to speak, of thimble life; it 
lacks yet the familiar indentations in 
its surface that serv e to support the 
needle and to hold it in place. These 
the thimble maker now proceeds to 
make, and the making of these Is nice 
work Indeed. 
It Is done with a tool « 'ailed a knurle 
Tbero is ati end knurle and a side 
knurle. An end knurle is simply a han 
die hav ing set in it a tiny, thin rev olv ­ 
ing wheel of steel, upon whose perlph 
ery is a continuous encircling row of 
little bosses or knobs corresponding in 
size to tbe indentations to be made. 
The side knurle has in place of such a 
wheel a little steel cylinder of a length 
sufficient to cov er that section of the 
thimble that Ls to be indented on Its 
sides, this cylinder hav ing knobs all 
ov er its surface, as tbe end knnrle 
wheel has around Its edges, and tnrn- 
Ing. like the wheel, on Its axis. 
The thimble in the lathe is turning 
with 2.500 rev olutions a minute, and it 
seems as though the application to its 
surface of any sort of tool with pro^ 
tuberances on it roust lea ve there only 
a jangled and mixed up lot of irregular 
m arks. But now with the end knurle 
the thimble m aker makes an indenta 
tlon In the center of tbe top of tbe thim ­ 
ble, and then he proceeds rapidly and 
with perfect certainty with the end 
knurle to describe around that center 
concentric rings of indentations, with 
the Indentations all perfectly made and 
the rings all perfectly spaced, from the 
center to tbe circumference of the top. 
You may see him do this, but 
you 
ca n’t tell how he la able to do it. 
And 
then with the side knurle he makes the 
Indentations in the skies of the thim ­ 
ble, making there as well, a s he deftly 
presses the tool against it Indentations 
tha t run absolutely uniform and true 
and tha t end at their lower edge in a 
perfectly true encircling fine. 
It is a stonishing a nd a plea sa nt thing 
to see how 
it develops a nd comes to 
Itself with the ma king of these fa 
milia r indenta tions, a nd now there re 
ma lna to be done to it only tbe polish­ 
ing inside and out a nd you ha ve tbe 
finished

Baer, president of the Heading com­ 
pany, has issued a statem ent in rela­ 
tion to the action of the house of rep­ 
resentativ es of Pennsylv ania last week 
in adopting a resolution instructing the 
attorney general to bring court 
pro­ 
ceedings against anthracite coal-carry­ 
ing railroad companies, if upon inquiry 
ho finds that they are v iolating the 
constitution of the state. 
The resolu­ 
tion quotes article 17. section 5, of 
the Pennsylv ania constitution, which 
among other things says: 
"No ineor 
poratcd company doing the business of 
a common carrier shall, dirdctly or in­ 
directly', prosecute or engage in min­ 
ing 
or 
m anufacturing 
articles 
for 
transportation ov er its works.” 


lie Q u otes th e C on stitu tion . 
President Baer’s statem ent says, first, 
as to the right of the Reading com­ 
pany to own the stock of (Kiel compa­ 
nies; “The legislature seems to be the 
only law officers and law-m akers of 
the state who are ignorant of the pro­ 
v isions of the constitution of 1873. All 
the corporations referred to obtained 
their 
rights 
and 
franchises 
under 
charters granted prior to the adoption 
of the new constitution. 
The fram ­ 
ers of the constitution well knew that 
these were v ested rights fully protect­ 
ed by the law of the land, and to pre­ 
v ent any misapprehension 
the new 
constitution explicitly declares in ar­ 
ticle 18, section 2—‘and all rights, ac­ 
tions, prosecutions and contracts shall 
continue as if this constitution had not 
been adopte« !*’ and to still further set 
forth their meaning they declare

article. 10 that ‘all existing charters or

The transportation 
of anthracite cOel is not the im portant 
factor in the increase« ! rev enue of tho 
Reading system. 
As far back as 1877 
the anthracite traffic

ger traffic receipts of the Philadel­ 
phia and Beading Railroad company. 
Now the receipts from miscellaneous 
traftb\ which does not include bitum in­ 
ous coal nor passenger traffic, exceed 
the receipts from anthracite coal tra f­ 
fic, ami the proportion of anthracite 
traffic lias diminished to 33.50 per cent.

tra ffic receipts from sa m e sources in 
1883 were $10.046.760, a nd in 1893, $10,- 
123.015. 
"These a rc the fa cts, a nd if a ny com 
mittee ef the legisla ture w a nts to veri 
fy their a ccura cy the books of the com 
pa ny a rc open for inspection.”
